Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other conannents: Examiner wishes to thank Mr. Freedman for his clear amendment 
and arguments and prompt attention in handling the case, which has allowed examiner to expedite the handling of the 
case. 

First, examiner agreed that the 112 rejections of 64 and 65 were incorrect, as examiner inadvertantly considered the 
claims originally filed rather than the claims amended 11/29/2002, which proactively correctd the 112 problems, and is 
withdrawing the rejections.. Examiner also notes that applicant's arguments regarding claims 15-16 are correct, and 
commends applicant for pointing out to examiner the recent change in regulations which prohibits the 103 rejection as 
made. At present, claims 15-16 are allowable subject to further search. Regarding the argument that applicant 
considers the argument on the main point, that a primae facia case for a "wireless transmitter" was not made, examiner 
understands applicant's argument on the reasoning for wireless in a PRB well, as minimizing the equipment in a well 
that could disturb flow and will consider if the claims are amended as proposed. Regarding that Misquitta is not 
relevant to applicant's invention, as Misquitta is concerned with a pump and treat rather than passive system, examiner 
will further consider. However, as examiner noted, examiner is only citing Misquitta as a reference for specific details 
of monitoring well data sampling and collecting, not for the treatment steps. Examiner offered copies of any references 
which applicant did not have, but was assured that all the references had been provided, and applicant requested that 
any new ones be cited by examiner in next office action rather than subject applicant to IDS fee, which examiner 
agreed to.
